A Big Banking House of Paris in Serious 
Ditficulties—Brussels Crowded With 
Socialiste—The Kaiser and Count Von 
Waldersee—Prince Jerome Napoleon 
Dying—Foreign News. \ 


Rome, March12.—A most exciting and dis- 
graceful incident took place yesterday even- 
ing a debate in the Chamber of Depu- 
ties. Sig. Imbriani, excited by some re- 
marks, shouted to the Crispi group: 

Tou are servants of Austria!’’ 

To this taunt Sig. Crispi replied: 

**‘Servants, no; good friends, yes. 

Upon hearing Sig. Orispi's reply, Sig. Im- 
briani repeated his remark: *‘You are ser- 
vants of Austria.’’ 

To this Sig. Crispi retorted with a gross in- 
sult intended for Sig. Imbriani. The latter 
called upon Sig. Crispi to withdraw the re- 
mark, but the ex-Premier refused to do so, 
saying that while he held the position of a Min- 
ister of the State he had been forced to en- 
dure the annoyances of Sig. Imbriani. 

But now., angrily cried Sig. Crispi, ‘‘I 
am no longer bound to do so,asIam only a 
deputy. In my pocket I havea revolver. If 
Big. Imbriani annoys me, let him beware. 

A scene of considerable excitement and con- 
fusion followed the utterance of these threat- 
ening words. 


Financial Orisis in Paris. 


Paris, March 12.—The Societe des Depots de 
Comptes Courants, of this city, is in a critical 
position. The societe, or bank, refé ved to 
suffered acutely during the financial crisis in 
London and Buenos Ayres. The societe at 
the present time has only 18,000,000 francs on 
hand with which to meet claims amounting 
to 68,000,000 francs. After a long consultation 
between the  societe’s directors and 
fits executive officers, it was decided to 
ask the Government to come to the 
assistance of the imperillied financial 
institution. Oonsequently, M. Donon, 
the managing director, called 
upon M. Rouvier, the Minister of 
Finance, and plainly stated the whole case to 
him.Finalty M. Donon asked M. Rouvier to ad- 
vance the societe the sum of 50,000,000 francs. 
After making some inquiries as to the finan- 
cial position of the societe, M. Rouvier placed 
himself in communication with the directors 
of the Bank of France, and after giving them 
all the information which had been furnished 
to the Ministery of Finance by M. Donon, 
asked the Bank of France to come to the as- 
sistance of the Societe des Depots de Comptes 
Courants. The Bank of France directors, 
after some dehberation, said that they felt 
compelled to refuse to grant the assistance 
asked for. NM. Rouvier then in- 
formed M. Donon of the © failure 
of his application to the Bank of France and, 
with the permission of the director of the 
Societe des Depots de Comptes Courants, the 
Minister of Finance convened a meeting of 
the directors of the leading financial houses 
of Paris. The meeting of financiers, who re- 
sponded to the call of the Minister of Finance, 
were twice in session yesterday m an en- 
deavor to bring about some arrangement 
similarto that which, in the case of the 
Baring Bros. & Co. of London, saved that 
house from utter collapse...That there are 
difficulties in the way of accomplishing 
the object in view is evident 
from the fact that the financiers 
failed to come to an understanding at their 
first meeting. The result of their second 
consultation is as yet not given to the public. 
In connection with the troubles in which the 
Societe des Depots de Comptes Courants 
finds itself, it is stated in financial circles 
here that the first reports of the societe being 
in difficulties were promoted by bear opera- 
tors of the Paris Bourse, and that when 
these rumors were first circulated the posi- 
tion of the societe or bank was financially 
sound. At 12:16 p. m. to-day the societe was 
paying freely and meeting all the demands 
upon it by the run, which naturally set in 
when the alarmist rumors became freely cir- 
culated. 


HELP AT LAST. 

The convention of financiers called together 
by M. Rouvier, the Minister of Finance, with 
a view of bringing about some arrangement 
which will enable the Societe des Depots de 
Comptes Courants to tide over its difficulties, 
resulted in the Bank of France agreeing to 
advance most of the money required. The 
shares of the society have fallen to 370 francs, 
a decline of 130 francs in two days,. The fol- 
lowing is the basis of settlement decided upon: 
The Bank of France advances 60,000,000 
francs to the societe, which sum is guaran- 
teed by the bills of the societe and societe 
calis for 375 francs per share from its share- 
holders, and the financial houses, jointly, 
guarantee the sum of 15,000,000 francs to the 
Bankof France. The assets of the societe 
will be assigned forthe payment of the ad- 
vances. It is understood that the liabilities 
of the societe are under 60,000,000 francs. 

THE EFFECT IN LOXDON. 

Lorpon, March 12.—The Stock Exchange} of 
this city at this hour (11:30 a. m.) is in a state 
of uneasiness and is depressed at the reports 
which have reached here from Paris in re- 
gard to the precarious condition of the 
Societies des Depots de Comptes Courants, 
andthe result of the deliberations of the 
groupof French financiers who have been 
asked by M. Rouvier to come to the assis- 
tance of the societe, is anxiously awaited in 
financial circles here.

BERLIN, March 12.—At Dresden an attempt 
to organize a workingmen’s society, com- 
posed largely of Socialists, was broken up by 
the police, who did not actually disperse the 
meeting, but insisted on being present at 
every meeting and interfering officially with 
the business. 

DR. GOSSLER RESIGNS. 

BERLIN, March 12.—Dr. Von Gossler, Minis- 
ter of Public Worship, has resigned and he 
has been succeeded by Count von Zedlitz 
Trutsschler, President of the Province of 
Paris. 

NAVAL EXPENDITURES RETRENCHED. 

BERLIN, March 12.—Since the Reichstag 
gave notice that extravagance in naval con- 
struction would not longer be tolerated, the 
scenes about the dock yard have been less ac- 
tive. The plan of converting Breslau into a 
Government fortressis also abandoned for 
the present. 

COLLAPSE OF A SYNAGOGUE. 

BERLIN, March 12.—The gables of the syna- 
gogue in Menzel, Westphalia, collapsed yes- 
terday and buried a number of children. Four 
bodies have been recovered. It is hoped that 
some of the children still in the ruins are 
alive. 


AMERICAN SALTED MEATS. ; 

BERLIN, March 12-—The Reichsanzeiger (of- 
ficial organ) to-day replying toa number of 
complaints received as to the failure to use 
American salted meatsin the German navy, 
said that the experience with these meats 
hitherto had been very unsatisfactory. The 
packing was Qefective, the barrels weak and 
badly made and the meat sinewy, too fat and 
of inferior quality when compared with 
European meats. The German admirality, 
the Reichsanzeiger adds, still continues its ex- 
periments with various sorts of American 
salted meats. 

HERR WINDTHORST’S ILLNESS. 

BERLIN, March 12,—Herr Windthorst, the 
leader of the Center party in the Reichstag, 
who has been dangerously ill with congestion 
of the lungs for some days past,was in a state 
of collapse during the past night. The Em- 
peror sent one of his aides-de-camp at mid- 
night to make inquiries as to the state of Herr 
Windthorst. At this hour, 10 a. m., Herr 
Windthorst isin a slightly improved condi- 
tion, having slept from 6 in the morning 
until 9. . 


Prince Jerome Napoleon Dying. 
RoME, March 12.—A bulletin, bearing the 
hour of midnight, has just come from the 
sick room of Prince Napoleon and states that 
the invalid’s condition has undergone a 
change since 11 o’clock of a decidedly unsatis- 
factory character. His fever has returned 
with increasing intensity and the gravest ap- 
prehension is now felt by the family. Owing 
to this dangerous condition the family have 
decided to take Prince Victor to his father’s 
bedside. King Humbert had paved the way 
to this by using his good offices with both the 
fatherand son, Prince Napoleon urged no 
further objection to seeing and liking with 
Victor. and in a few ments the 
son was seated at he bedside 
of his dying father. Victor 
controlled himself for a time, but his feelings 
quickly overcame him and he burst into 
tears. He kissed his father repeatedly and 
was utterly broken down. Napoleon clasped 
his son’s hands in his own and said in a clear 
voice: ‘‘O! Merci, merci.’’ They were left 
alone for ten minutes. The political will of 
Prince Napoleon, according to the papers of 
Paris, declares that France has forever 
thrown flown the Monarchy. The Prince de- 
sires that the traditions of his name may 
never be used in the interests of a mere dy- 
nasty. He leaves a sacred legacy to Prince 
Louis to uphold the democratic empire. In a 
codicil, written on his sick bed, Prince Napo- 
leon expresses the hope that France and 
Italy will ever be sister relations. 


Brussels Crowded With Socialists. 


BRUSSELS, March 12.—The police of this city 
have noted within the past few days an un- 
usual influx of strangers from Germany and 
France. Some of them have been recognized 
as active socialistic agitators.’ Soon after 
their arrival they disappeared into the quar- 
ters of the city where the Socialist movement 
has its strongest hold. The Government 
maintains the utmost vigilance and suspi- 
cious strangers are carefully watched. It is 
feared that a riot may break out at any time. 


Canadian Affairs. 


OTTAWA, Ontario, March 12.—The Govern- 
ment yesterday decided to inform Secretary 
Blaine that they were prepared to enter into 
negotiations at once in the direction of reci- 
procity and only waited his pleasure to fx a 
date when he would be willing to receive the 
Canadian Commissioners. Sir Charles Tupper 
will represent Canada, while the interests of 
Great Britain will be looked after by Joseph 
Chamberlain. 


Foreign News in Brief. 

The Portuguese Cortes has agreed to granta 
tobacco monopoly for thirty-five years to

BOUND AND GAGGED. 


The Body of an Unknown Man Washed 
Ashore at Tottenville. 


INDICATIONS THAT THE MAN WAS 
ROBBED AND THEN DROWNED. 


The Arms Bound With a Stout Cord and 
the Mouth Securely Gagged—Smiler’s 
Wife Calls on Him—Wanted to Lynch 
Poisoners—Stole Money and Eloped— 
Other Crimes. 


TOTTENVILLE, S. I., March 12;—The body of 
a middle-aged man was washed ashore near 
Elliott’s wharf at Tottenville last night. The 
wrists and elbows were tied behind him with 
a stout cord. The mouth was securely gagged 
with a linen Handkerchief. The dead man 
was 6 feet tall and had brown hair and mus- 
tache. He attired in a browg 
overcoat, a „ corkscrew sack 
coat and a tzuit of dark material. In 
the pockeis were found a German passport 
issued at Dresden, Germany, Dec. 20, 1890, to 
Carl Emanuel Ruttelinger, clerk, aged 83; 
also a receipt for a registered letter post- 
marked Southampton, England, December, 
1890, addressed to Ruttelinger, 111 Neclinger 
street, Stuttgart. The police believe that the 
dead man was Ruttelinger, and that the mur- 
der was committed at the Perth Amboy coal 
docks. The body was removed to Bedell’s 
morgue, in Totten ville. The body is not 
bruised, and it looks as ifthe dead man had 
been slung overboard and met his death by 
drowning. 


Smiler’s Wife Calls on Him. 

Sing Sto, N. T., March 12.—A woman 
walked halting yet eagerly along the rail- 
road track from the station yesterday. A 
faded shawl hung awkwardly about her 
shoulders. A squirming bundle was clasped 
to her bosom. The sunbeams dancing on the 
Hudson hurt her eyes and made her look from 
the gray walls ofthe prison tothe ground. 
They were wild, staring eyes, with black circles 
under them. She climbed the steep hill, and 
the exertion caused hertocough. She sought 
the wooden water trough to rest a moment 
and sooth the wailing duündle. Then she 
made her way to the prison.

Next 
morning the cold coffee was used with fresh 
coffee and the family was poisoned. The 
Wiggintons and Watts had raised tobacco to- 
gether last year and there was a dispute be- 
tween them about $170f the proceeds. On 
this account the Wiggintons wanted to kill 
Watts.

Conclusion of the Trial of the Suspected 
Members of the Mafia Before an Ameri- 
can Jury in New Orleans After a Four 
Weeks’ Session—The Assassination— 
Pleas for the Defendants. 


New ORLEANS, Ia., March 12.—After 
a trial occupying four weeks and four 
days, the case of the State of Louisiana 
against the Mafia will be given to a jury of 
American citizens to-night. 

The defendants in the case are: Antonio 
Marchesi, Pietro Monasterio, Manuel Politez, 
Charles Matranga, Antonio Scomdi and Jo- 
seph P. Macheca. Fourof these are of the 
poorer class of Italians, Matranga and 
Macheca being well-to-do. 


selected tools of the Mafia, a Sicilian society, 
having members in all parts of the world and 
having for his object the removal by assassi- 
nation ofany one hostile and hurtful to the 
interests of its members or those to whom 
they have extended their murderous protec- 
tion. In the case on trial Chief of Police 
David Hennessy of New Orleans was the vic- 
tim. Four of the defendants were identified 
as persons seen atthe point from which the 
fatal volley was fired at that time. 

Chief of Police Hennessy earned the’enmity 
of the criminal class of the Sicilian residents 
of New Orleans some time before his death. 
He had in some way ascertained the fact that 
Esposito, the Sicilian. outiaw, who was 
wanted by the Italian Government, was in 
New Orleans. Oorrespondence was opened 
with the representatives of the Italian Gov- 
ernment at 
them with 
So anxious were they to capture the 
outiaw that secret emissaries of the 
Government were sent to New Orleans. While 
arrangements forthe capture were in prog- 
ress Chief Hennessy accidentally met Esposito 
on a quiet side street. Knowing the desper- 
ate character of the man, he levelled his re- 
volver at him and commanded a hands-up 
surrender. 

A VENDETTA. 

Just about this time a local vendetta broke 
out, requiring frequent police interfer- 
ence and causing much. animosity. The 
Provisano family had for a long time 
enjoyed a monopoly of the stevedore work on 
the New Orleans levee. Differences with some 
of the leaders of the roustabout army and 
complaints of American merchants induced 
the Matranga family to go into competition. 
AS a result two of Matranga’s men were as- 
sassinated, and several in each faction were 
shot from ambush at various dates. Chief 
Hennessy was active in hunting down the mur- 
derers. More than a year ago he recetved his 
first warning. He received several others 
subsequently, but his activity continued until 
his assassination. 

THE 488. ATION. x 

On the night of Oct. 15 at 11:18 Hennessy wn 
shot down near the corner of Basin and Girod 
streets. He received four shots, one in the 
stomach. Hennessy was conveyed at once 
to the Charity Hospital and his relatiges 
hastily summoned. 

Hennessy lived on Girod stgeet and was on 
his way home from his office at the Central 
Station, which isonthe corner of Common 
and Basin streets. He had turned into Girod 
street when he was fired upon by a party of 
men who were concealed in the doorways. 
He was wounded at the first 
fire, but as soon as he  recov- 
ered from his surprise he fired four shots in 
the direction of his assailants. The fustlade 
attracted the neighbors, and when they ar- 
rived only the Chief was found. The number 
of wounds he received leads to the conclusion 
that his assailants used both pistols and shot- 
guns. He had many slight wounds about the 
body in addition to two severe wounds—one 
in the abdomen and one through the lungs. 
The clothing on the Chief’s left side was 
riddled with shot, but only a few of them had 
sufficient force to penetrate further. 

He died the next morning at 9:06 o’clock. 
He was but 30 years old and unmarried. 

THE DEFENSE. 

The attorneys for Scoffidi and Bagnetto and 
the Marchesi, father and son, and Politez, 
defendants in the Hennessy case,are hanging 
their hopes on alibis. 

Several witnesses swore that on the night of 
the murder they saw Bagnetto watching his 
stands in the Poydras Market. They said that 
he was there before the hour of the killing, 
and was there during the time ofthe excite- 
ment following the crime. He was arrested 
atthe standin the morning,and the wit- 
nesses swore that he had not left the stand at 
any time during the hours of 9 o’clock to 12. 

The alibi advanced in behalf of Scomdi 
was that at9o’clock at night on Oct. 1 he 
went to his sisters house to ask her to go to his 
wife, who had been ill. He went to the house 
on his return with his mother, sister and two 
other women, one of whom lIfved in his 
mother’s house, the other being a midwife. 
Scomdi, it is claimed by the defense, re- 
mained in his house until 6 o’clock on the 
morning of Oct. 16, and when he went td 
work he took trom the house a small piece of 
ollcloth, which he placed under his arm and 
went to his stand. 

As far as Marchesi and his son are con- 
cerned, the defense claim that they were 
living at the residence of Charles Matranga’s 
father. When the crime was committed and 
the shooting was heard it was sworn that 
both ofthe Marchesis were in the yard of 
their house and remarked about the firing. 
The State in cross-examination brought out 
the fact that the place where the two pris- 
oners lived at the time of the shooting was 
four blocks and a halffrom the scene of the 
shooting.

McConnell drew 
the short term and Clagett’s supporters, 
claiming Dubois had not been legally elected, 
proceeded on Feb. 9 to eleci Clagett to suc- 
ceed McConnell.

Many a New Yorker, many a Parisian 
and hundreds of persons on our Pacific Coast, 
and still other hundredsin South America, 
will remember the King of Swindlers,’’ 
this boy prodigy’s father, who, some ten 
or twelve years ago, dazzled and defrauded 
one community afteranother. Alfred Paraf, 
the elder, appeared first in New York, in 
June, 1967. The Chevalier Alfred Paraf, he 
called himself, sometimes varying the spell- 
ing of his name by the more Frenchified style 
of Alfred de Paraffe. But as Paraf he was 
more generally known, andas Paraf within 
the next ten years his picture took a promi - 
nent place in the ‘‘rogues’ galleries’’ of this 
and other countries. 
THE CHEVALIER PARAF. 

The Chevalier Paraf was a native of Alsace, 
handsome, polished, well educated and fas- 
cinating in speech. ‘While traveling in Scot- 
land in 1865 he suddenly found himself pennt- 
less. His calls upon his father, who had been 
a wealthy Parisian, met with no response, 
and the young man learned that the elder 
Parafhad been swept under in a financial 
panic. In these straits the young man went 
to Glasgow and established himself in elegant 
quarters, obtained by his plausible repre- 
89 — 8 manner. He put to

wealthy firm of cloth — . 
eret for a ne and cheap dye. He worked in 
the laboratory of the establishment, seeming 
to perform wonders with his secret method 
and he received £4,000 sterlingin gold from 
the firm.

Help Along Prospective Nominees. 


‘THE CITIZENS’ CANDIDATES STANDING 
ON THEIR MERITS FOR SUPPORT. 


The Importance of To-Morrow’s Repub- 
lican Primary Election in the Twelfth 
Ward—The Final Arrangements for 
Saturday’s Republican City Conven- 
tion at Central Turner Tall. 


The parties seem now to be arranging their 

fight not against each other but against the 
Independent movement, and among the poli- 
ticlans one hears nothing but speculations as 
to what the Independents will do, what their 
chance of winning is, what they will have to 
contend with. The real interest ,however,cen- 
ters notin what the Independents will do. 
Theyhave declared themselves,their men and 
their platform. But the oid parties are now 
the ones who are working. They are looking 
for candidates and looking for money. The 
‘Republican committee added $500 to their 
$600 fund last night. Those who want to 
go on the ticket are contributing $100 each. 
At the meeting of the committee last night 
the candidates for the nomination contrib- 
uted and the campaign fund was swelled to 
$1,100. There isa very pleasing contrast be- 
tween the position of the Republican candi- 
dates and those on the Independent ticket. 
The Republicans are paying $100 each for the 
privilege of going to the primaries with all 
the hazardous chances of the election, 
the convention and the final election against 
them. 

The Independent candidates were notified 
from the first not only that they would not be 
asked to contribute toa campaign fund, but 
that they would not be permitted to do 80. 
The campaign will not cost the Independent 
‘candidates 1 cent. 

‘WORRIED ABOUT THEIR CANDIDATES, 

In addition tothe financial troubles, which 
embarrasses the Republican Committee, they 
are worried about their candidates. They 
will certainly nominate two, probably 
three of the Independents, and for 
the other places on the ticket 
they have five candidates already, 
The pressure may be so great that they can 
only nominate two Independents. They will 
select the three Republicans if they can, but 
they may not be able to withstand the pres- 
sure of the candidates who want at least four 
places. And there will be serious trouble 
about selecting their Republicans, Some of 
them are so well known for the various 
schemes with which they have been con- 
nected that they will be heavy loads to carry 
ifthey are nominated, but the men them 
selves, knowing that by perpetuating the 
methods which have been in vogue at the 
City Hall so long, they can feather their nests, 
are willingto make a desperate fight with 
any chance. 

The Democrats have been keeping very 
quiet. A few daysago they were heard of 
regularly and names were frequently men- 
tioned, but the names were used without any 
authority. For instance, they said then that 
Mr. W. T. Anderson, who is in business on 
Change, would be one of the nominees. Mr. 
Anderson ts one of the strongest supporters of 
the Independent movement, and he 
is not only in favor of it but he 
is working for it heartily. Judge George 
W. Lubke was another prominent Democrat 

whose name was freely used, but Judge 
Lubke has positively refused to accept the 
nomination under any conditions. Mr. Hut- 
tig was a third spoken of, but Mr. Huttig has 
positively said that he would not accept a 
nomination to the Council. The best men 
named or suggested have been quick to declare 
that they would not accept the nomina.: 
tion. But this is not the cause 
the silence which has recently fallen 
on the Democrats. The Mayor, who controls 
the committee, has been sick for three or four 
days, and during his sickness Democratic 
politics have languished. Another reason is 
that the Republicans are going to hold their 
convention first. It wili occur next Saturday, 
but the Democratic convention will not be 
held until the following Thursday. The Dem- 
ocrats intend to keep quiet until they see 
what the Republicans are going to do, and 
they will be influenced more or less by the 
action of the other party. 
THE DEMOCRATS HAVING TROUBLE TOO. 

The Democrats are finding it troublesome 
too to raise funds. The men who generally 
contribute to campaigns are men of means. 
Most of them are connected with public en- 
terprises and they have all suffered by the 
corrupt tax which has been assessed by the 
boodlers whenever a St. Louis institution had 
to ask anything of the city. The know- 
ledge that the enterprises in which their 
money was invested had to pay bribes to the 
men they, had contributed to elect, was 
known not only to the directors but also to 
the stockholders, and so the information 
which the members of the Assembly think is 
possessed by only a few is really known to a 
great many people, which accounts for the 
strength of the movement to oust the bood- 
lers and put in honest men, who will levy no 
taxes the law does not require. 

Asanexample of this, one of the roads 
which contributed $30,000 to the motor fran- 
chise deal assured the stockholders the 
Assemblymen who received the money sup- 
posed that it was quietly taken from the 
treasury and handed over, but thatis an er- 
ror, There are 6,000 shares of stock in the com · 
pany, and an assessment of$5 was laid on 
each share.

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MANY DISASTROUS WRECKS REPORTED 


ON THE ENGLISH COAST, 


As Vokiows Vessel Goes Down With | 
the Crew Passengers Off Btart 


and 
Lives Lost-A Water 
Famine, 

Lonponr, March 12.—A, foreign steamship, 
the name of which is unknown, was 
off Start Point, near Dartmouth, near Devon: 
shire, England, during the recent blizzard, 
All thé crew and passengers were drowned. 

The os ship Dryad, Capt. Thomas, 
bound Shields for Valparaiso, has also 
been off Start Point. Her crew con- 
sisting of twenty-four men and officers, have 

n drowned. The Dryad was an iron vessel 
of 1,085 tons burden. She was built at Liver- 
pool and was owned by J. B. Walmsley of 
that city. | 

Amongthe schooners lost off Start Point 
was the Lunesdale, Four of her crew were 
drowned. Her captain was saved, The 
schooner Lizzie Wellen was also lost, and two 
of her crew were drowned, It is already 
known that at least seventy lives have been 
lost off the coast during the Diizzard, and in 
addition at least ten men perished from cold 
and exposure after reaching the shore. It is 
feared that the list of wrecks and the record 
of lives lost is far from being complete, as 
several vessels are known to be missing. 

SEVERITY OF THE STORM. 

Many points inland where the storm was 
most severely felt are still isolated from the 
surrounding country, and days must elapse 
before through freight and passenger traffic 
are entirely restored on the branch lines of 
the railroads. The severity of the storm and 
the difficulty of restoring the lines of com- 
municatio.. o their usual state of usefulness 
may be judged from the fact that an express 
train which left Plymouth on Monday is still 
blocked up near the Brent River. The pas- 
sengers are suffering severely from exposure, 
Gangs of laborers numbering hundreds have 
been sent from all directions to clear the rail - 
road lines in Devonshire and Cornwall, where 
the snow drifts have piled up so heavily 
that cuttings 12 feet deep have to 
be made through the snow, which is now 
frozen into an almost solid mass. The loss to 
farm stock is enormous, and will entail much 
suffering among the farmers, who have 
already lost considerable money by the terri- 
ble weather experienced at the end of last 
year. 

The water mains at Plymouth are snowed 
up to such an extent that a force of 200 sol- 
diers from the garrison has been sent to assist 
the water-works employes in clearing them to 
an extent which will enable them to De used. 
As it is, no water has passed through the 
mains since Monday last, anda water famine 
is now added to the other sufferings which the 
people of Plymouth have had to endure 
through the terrible blizzard which has 
caused so much distress in England. 


SEVERE FROST. 

Lonpow, March 12.—Following the blizzard 
a severe frost has set in all over England. The 
frost is greatly hindering the clearing of the 
railroad lines, which were blocked by snow 
drifts during the storm. Cornwall continues 
isolated from the rest of England. Many 
wrecks are reported to have occurred on the 
coast, and at Land’s End a number of people 
have been frozen to death. 
| THE TRINIDAD LOST.

The bodies of Eilers 
and Weifenbach were blown a distaace of 4 
feet. 

Robert Nichols, a laborer, was struck by an 
engine on the Rock Island at Trenton, Mo., 
yesterday and killed. His head was cut off 
and his body frightfully mangled.

Fishing Permits Pending The Controversy

WASHINGTON, March 12.—The settlement of 
the Behring Sea matter as foreshadowed in 
the correspondence between the United 
States and the British Government is not a 
settler in the opinion of Treasury Department 
officials. The fact that the issue of permits to 
vessels to cruise in the Behring Sea is not 
prohibited during the pendency of the nego- 
tiations this summer is pointed out as almost 
fatal to the United States’ Interests in these 
waters. Advices received at the Treasury 
Department indicate a more general on- 
slaught on the seal fisheries this spring and 
summer than ever before. There are now 
fitting out at Victoria, British Columbia, 
forty vessels which will infest the waters 
about the seal islands. At San Francisco 
twenty vessels are being made ready for sea, 
bound for the islands of St. Paul and St. 
George. In the language of a Government 
Officjal, ‘‘When the pending controversy as 
to jurisdiction in the Behring Sea is settled 
there will be nothing to settle—that is, all the 
seals will have been destroyed,

col. KING CHARGED WITH MURDER. 


David H. Poston, His Victim, Dies—King 
Unmoved at the News. 


MEMPHIS, Tenn., March 12.—After lingering 
twenty-four hours in agony Mr. David H. 
Poston died yesterday evening. The coronér’s 
jury rendered a verdict saying that he came 
to his death from a wound inflicted by 
Col, King. Col. King was arrested, and is 
now in jail on a charge of murder, The bullet 
entered about four inches to the right of the 
navel, and in passing through 
the intestines made six punctures. 
Thirty-six inches of the intestines 
were cut away, and the wounds sewed up, 
but early yesterday evening the intestine 
parted where it had been joined, and ‘Mr. 
Poston died of hemorrhage. King was seated 
in jail with his wife when told of 
‘Poston’s death. He showed no sign 
of emotion or fear. In an 
interview King said he shot Poston because 
he had spread a vile siander about Mrs. 
King, connecting her name with that of a 
negro. The statement he said, was first made 
in court during a trial mh Arkansas 
and he had asked Poston to 
contradict it, but he refused, and in defense 
of the honor of his wife and children he shot 
him. No record of the alleged accusation can 
be found in the Court of Mariana, Ark. The 
public condemn King for the murder, as 
stories are told of his treatment towards his 
wife, a gentle, amiable and accomplished 
woman.

A GRAND OVATION TENDERED THE SEN- 
ATOR-ELECT BY HIS ADMIRERS. 


Moore and Cockrel] Denounced by the Dis- 
gusted Republicans but Feted by the 
Democrats — Taubeneck and His 
Crushed Candidate—Impressive Scenes 
During the Memorable Election.

When he was carried down the 
aisle the scene was that ofa funeral proces- 
sion, The Senator’s body was covered with 
numerous blankets drawn to his very chin, a 
woolen cap was pulled down over his head, 
and a member walked beside the stretcher to 
see that not a portion of the covering was 
disturbed by the passage throughthe dense 
crowd. But so t was the crush that 
at the Speaker’s desk there was an unavoid- 
able haltandthe stretcher was rested upon 
the floor. Astrongdraft was blowing right 
over the sick man. Those who obtained a 
glimpse of his face drew back witha shiver 
of dread apprehension. It wasag white and 
drawn as that of a corpse, the eyes were 
closed and the breathing so faint as not to be 
noticeable. In another momentthe crowd 
was pushed away, and the apparently un- 
conscious man was carried into 
the Speaker’s room, just back of 
the Speaker's seat. When the close of the 
154th ballot rendered his further presence un- 
necessary and Senator Wells was taken back 
to his hotel, a sleet and rain storm had begun 
that was followed afterwards by heavy snow. 
It was an appallingly dangerous trip for a 
man sick with pneumonia, and the greatest 
apprehension Was expressed as to the final 
result of such an experience. 

The determination ofa Democrat to feast 
his exultant eyes upon Long“

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DECK HANDS STRIKE 
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The Crew of the Grand Republic Revolt in German

, Fuller, |: 


The crew of the steamer Grand Republic, a 
motley erw of thirty-five or forty men, 
white and black, are on a strike and have 
been swarming through the corridors and 
attorneys’ rooms of the Custom-house all 
morning, causing the clerks to- throw open 
the windows and allow some fresh air to 
enter. The cause of the strike is a question 
of wages, the owners and officers of the boat 
failing to agree with the deck hands and 
roustabouts as to the proper compensation 
for a trip from New Orleans 
to St. Louis. The Grand  Repub- 
lic left New Orleans twelve dars 
ago and arrived in this city last night after 
making a profitable and successful trip. The 
boat has been working in the lower river 
trade all winter and did not come as far 
north as st. Louis during the past three 
months. Roustabouts, like the birds are mi- 
gruatory, and the cold blasts from the 
North which strike here about November 
drive many of the negroes to the South, an 
there they remain doing what they can unt 
the river opens again in the spring, and then 
they swarm North again. 

THE STEAMER AT NEW ORLEANS. 

When the Grand Republic left New Orleans 
for St. Louis there were many applicants for 
a position as deck hand, and as the 
men were anxious to get up the river, Capt. 
Thorwegan contracted with about thirty to 
take them to St. Louis and pay them & and 
board for the trip. Oneof the deck hands 
claims that the Captain said they were to 
only to discharge freight and that they would 
not be required to carry even coal on the 
boat, much less freight, as 
he had telegraphed ahead 
labor at the various freight 
landings. When the boat reached Hackman, 
about one hundred miles up from New Orleans, 
a pile of freight was spied and the men were 
told to go out and getit. They refused and 
went on a strike. Oapt. Thorwegan was 
placed in a very awkward position and 
agreed to pay the men for the trip at 
the rate of $5 per month instead of 
of $5, and at this the men went to work. Sey- 
eral more hands were shipped at Plackman 
on the terms of the second agreement, Every- 
thing went smoothly after leaving Plackman, 
and Capt. Thorwegan left the Republic at 
Memphis, to return to New Orleans, and 
bring up the Oliver Bierne. 

A SECOND STRIKE, 

Shortly after leaving Memphisa deck-hand 
who had been drinking hard all the way up 
the river went tothe bar and asked for more 
whisky, The barkeeper told him his account 
of $ was all gone, and that he could get no 
more. Running down on deck he spread the 
report that the men were only to receive 88 
in reaching St. Louls, and the 
result was another strike. At the 
landing Acting Capt. Grissom, the clerk of 
the boat, promised the men to pay them ac- 
cording to Capt. Thorwegan’s agreement 
and they went to work again. On arriving 
in this city the men were offered 
$% apiece. They disdainfully rejected 
it and walked off the boat. This 
morning they called en United States 
District Attorney Reynolds to see if he could 
not ‘‘fix it.“ They were on hand several 
hours before the office opened, long enough 
toapprise Mr. Reynolds of their presence 
some time before he saw them.

The Amendment Increasing the Bt, Louis

ALL RESOLUTIONS ON ADJOVREMENT 


Appointment of Senate and House Dele 
gates to the Convention at Kansas City 
—Arkensas’ State Auditor Makes a 
Serious Blunder in His estimates 
Other Legislatures. 


JEFFERSON Crrr, Mo., March 12. he mem- 
ders ot the Legislature felt very good over 
the election of Palmer last night, and but 
little work was done this morning. The 
House killed Ed Turner's resolution providing 
that the House remain in session until it 
finished its work, The Speaker refused to 
recogniged call for the ayes and nays, so 
that the reformers were not forced to goon 
record. The House spent an hour discussing 
a resolution fixing the time for adjourning 
sine die, but laid them all over without 
action. The Senate amendment to the ciyil 
appropriation bill, restoring Insurance Com- 
missioner Chris Ellerbee’s salary to $5,000, 
was concurred in by the House, 

Senator Stone this morning introduced a 
petition signed by a number ef prominent 
business men of St. Louls, pretesting against 
the removal of the St. Louis School for the 
Blind from its present location to a 
suburban site, Senator Burks submitted 
a petition signed by i miners of 
St. Francois County, ex ing themselves 
satisfied with the present manner of payment 
of wages. Senator Pollard 2, a peti- 
tion from citizens of St. Louls asking for the 
* ofa bill to establish public markets 

St. Louis. 

An amendment to the appropriation for the 
St. Louis Insane Asylum, fixing the same 
$96,000, instead of $85,000, as agreed to by the 
House, created a long debate in the Senate 
and was finally defeated, leaving the appro- 
propriation at $85,000. Senators Hspen- 
schied, Stone and MeGinnis argued 
that if the State paid its 
full share to support the institution it would 
amount to twice $96,000. The Senate could 
not nerve itself to make the increase, how- 
ever, and it is doubtful ifthe House would 
have approved it had it done sa. The bill 
was finally passed after a considerable waste 

of eloquence. 

In compliance with Senator Teasdale’s reso- 
lution passed in the Senate last week, asking 
that the State of Missouri may join the other 
Western states in a commercial congress, to 
be held at Kansas City, April 15, the President 
of the senate appointed senators 
Teasdale, Clay, Stark and Stone as delegates. 
The resolution also provides for the appoint- 
ment of five members of the House. The 
Speaker of the House and President of the 
Senate, being ex-officio members of the 
delegation. Speaker Tuttle this afternoon 
named his committee as follows: Patrick of 
Jackson, Church of St. Louis, Dalton of Ralis, 
Flora of Nodaway and Weeks of Jasper. 


THE PAINTED BUTTER BILL. 


The House yesterday passed the ‘‘painted 
butter’’ bill, which promises to become more 
famous than the goose bill. The painted 
butter’’ bill provides that all butter not made 
wholly out of milk shall be ‘colored pink, and 
piles up penalties upon anyone who shall sell 
it when it is paintedany other color. The 
Senate killed a similar bill, but the House took 
the other view and decided that any man 
whe could eat oleomargarine would 
not object to a pale red color, and passed the 
bill. The principal objection of the Senate Is 
that pink is an unwholesome and ynpalatable 
color, and not a hue calculated to act asan 
appetizer. The House, however, isa friend 
ot the cow, and came very near amending 
the bill by substituting black! for pink.“ 
The majority of the Senate, according to 
Senator Majors, does not object to painting 
things red, but does object to painting things 
pink, and the bill will hardly pass the Upper 
House.

THE RAILROAD WORLD. 


Forming Financial Central Companies 
The Big Four’s New Ally. 

Cureaco, III., March 12.—Further details 
regarding the scheme to organize the great 
financial corporations on the principle of the 
Richmond Terminal Co., to assume financial 
control of the Western railroads, came to 
light yesterday. In the Southwest Jay Gould 
has personally an absolute control of the 
Missouri Pacific and Texas Pacific systems, 
and their stock, and, in addition, is in a posi- 
tion to dictate the policy of the Union Pacific. 
The Baring-Magoun combination is able to 
speak for the Atchison system. As tothe 
Southern Pacific Co., ©. P. Huntington and 
Leland Stanford each ownsa large interest. 
It is confidently expected that the controlling 
company will stand as owner of the Union 
Pacific, and that the lines south of 
that system will be in full operation 
in less than a year. In regard to the 
Northern controlling company there is much 
promise for a successful termination of pros - 
ent negotiations.

Talks About Its Mission. 


THE INROADS MADE * NEW YORK AND 
THE NORTHEAST. 


Senator Chandler on the War-Path—Bulke- 
ley’s Political Road a Hard One—A 
Berth for Ex-Senator Ingalls—Jerry 
Simpson Wears Socks—General Politi- 
cal News. 


WasHINGTON, D. C., March 12.—In the his- 
torical Hotel Kenmore, within two minutes 
walk of the Capitol, the leaders of the Farm- 
ers’ Alliance party in Congress have taken up 
their quarters. In the rooms which were 
once the parlor and reception room and guest 
chamber of the greatest figure of the first 
political revolution in America are now 
strewn the papers, pens and ink bottles, the 
books and journals, the trunks and chests 
and portmanteaus of the chief figures in the 
so-called revolution now under way. 
Across North Capitol street, within full 
view of the windows of the 
Alliance stfonghold, is the printing 
office of the National Economist, the organ of 
the Alliance, conducted by C. O. McOune and 
L. T. Polk. It is fitted with all the latest im- 


provements in typography, stereotyping and 
many other appliances, and filled in all its 
three stories with busy workers. The office 
prints not only the newspaper, which tsa 
quarto of sixteen pages, claiming 40,000 circu- 
lation, but it does a large job business in 
pamphlets and tracts bearing upon the prin- 
ciples of the order. 

No,“ said the manager in response to the 
question whether this was the literary bureau 
ofthe Alliance, ‘‘we don’t call it by that 
name. Our regular business is to publish our 
paper. The job business is merely incidental, 
Where do we circulate our papers most? In 
the South and West—the South more than the 
West. 
learn that we have been making inroads in 
the Northeast lately. The interior of New 
York State is doing especially well—better 
than New England just now, though New 
England is gradually awakening up. 

Is your order going to absorb the kindred 
societies which are so abundant through the 
Northwest?’’ 

On many accounts it would be just as well 
to maintain the separate organizations, but 
have all work together for the common 
ends we have in view. We certainly should 
never coalesce with the Knights of Labor, or 
bodies of that kind, though we are glad to 
join them in any movement for the general 
benefit. We are not struggling for the cause 
of labor in general, but merely to force upon 
the law-makers of this country a realization 
that they can no longer afford to ignore the 
interests of the farming class. Our order is 
essentially rural. The inhabitants of cities 
have the Citizens’ Alliance open to them. 

THE MEMBERSHIP. 

yu do not admit anybody but actual 
farmers, then?’’ 

„Oh, yes, we take in country doctors, 
country school teachers, even country cler- 
gymen. We have not, I believe, extended 
the privilege to lawyers, even if they do live 
fn the country. 

Do you admit country doctors and teach - 
ers, for example, because their prosperity is 
dependent on that of the farmer?’’ 

Not entirely on that account. The classes 
you speak of are better educated, asa rule, 
than thefarmers themselves. The literary 
and clerical work ofthe order might suffer if 
our membership were confined to farmers, 
for very few men who handle the plow and 
drive the mower are gifted with their pens. 
So the doctors and teachers and clergymen 
do most of the work that requires special ed- 
ucation.’’ 

And how about country store-keepers?’’ 

They are ruled out. Not that some of 
them are not very good men, but their bust - 
mess necessarily involves them in relations 
which are in a measure antagonistic to the 
objects of our order. Some of them are, 
nevertheless, among the best friends we 
have. 

The store-keepers being excluded, what 
would happen if one of them were nominated 
for office, and, except for his calling, were 
acceptable to the Alliance?’’ 

We should support him. At least, there 
would be nothing to prevent it. Wedon’t 
ask the question with regard to a candidate, 
whether he is a member of the Alliance or 
mot. We are careful on this head, for we 
don’t want any man to join us under the de - 
lusion that he can make his membership 

a stepping-stone to effice. We don’t even 
ask the question whether an applicant for 
membership isa Democrat or a Republican, 
and wedon’texpect him to cease being a 
Democrat ora Republican because he hap- 
pens to be also a member of the Alliance, 
We want to root out of the public mind the 
idea that we are making war on any person 
or party. On the contrary, all we ask is an 
assurance that the farmer is not going to be 
ignored or discriminated against and we are 
at liberty to support whom we please.’’ 

But suppose that a candidate—not a mem- 
Der of the Alliance—should break faith with 
you after getting into officeand not do what 
he had promised before election?’’ 

He would have to go down. 

Lou said, though, that you were not or- 
ganized to make war on anybody?’’ 

It is not necessary to make war upon a 
man to seal his fate. It would be merely a 
case of the stronger body getting on top. 
Both of us can’t be on top at once, you know, 
and if we are stronger than he it is we who 
will rise while he subsides. That is all. There 
is one man I have now in mind—I will not cali 
names—who is pretty prominent in American 
public Hfe and who has not contented himself 
with going his own way; he has taken every 
occasion to defy the Alliance and show his 
Well, we are not going to 
do that man any violence; but I know that he 
is nearing the end of his career. We are in 
the field to stay. Weare stronger than any 
one man, and we can outlive any one man. 
Therein rests our hope.

FORCED TO ECONOMIZE. 


Expenses and Salaries of the World’s Fair 
Commission Reduced. 

Cuicaco, III., March 12.—There will be no 
meeting of the National World’s Fair Com- 
mission in April. At least the Board of Con- 
trol will recommend that there be no meet - 
ing, and there is scarcely any doubt that this 
decision will be regarded asfinal. The fact 
is that there is not enough money remaining 
out of the appropriation for the current fiscal 
year, ending July 1, to pay the salaries of the 
commission, officers and the clerical expenses 
of their departments, and also provide for the 
expenses of a meeting of the commission. In 
fact it is extremely unlikely that the National 
Commission will again assemble in Chicago 
before the formal opening of the World’s 
Fair. Members of the Board of Control 
have been considering the financial 
question for several days and the 
result will be a report recommending the 
reduction of salaries anda proportionate re- 
duction of all expenses in the administrative 
department of the commission. The action 
of the quorum of the board will have to be 
submitted tothe President and other mem- 
bers of the board for approval before it be- 
comes final. It will be recommended that the 
salary of Director-General Davis be left at 
the sum fixed by the commission, $15,000; that 
the salary of Vice-Chairman McKenzie be 
made $7,000, and the salary of Secretary Dick- 
inson $5,000 instead of $10,000 as fixed by the 
commission, Similar retrenchment will be 
made in the expenditure for clerical assist- 
ance in the commission department and the 
quarters will be reduced.

SUBMERGED © HER HEAD. 


A WOMAN'S PECULIAR ATTEMPT TO COH- 
MIT SUICIDE IN THE HOLDOVER. 


Lillie Reed While Crazed From Drink 
Tried to End Her Existence in a Pecu- 
liar Manner—Her Efforts Frustrated by 
a Deputy Jailer. 


This morning the particulars of two desper- 
ate attempts at suicidein the Four Courts 
holdover cameto light. The would-be vic- 
tim was a dissolute white woman named 
Lillie Reed, who was to-day inthe First Dis- 
trict Police Courton the charge of drunken- 
ness. 

It appears that before daylight yesterday 
morning Officer James Fox of the Central 
District found the woman on the 
sidewalk near Eleventh and Chestnut 
streets in a state of helpless intoxication. 
She was sent in the patrol wagon to the Four 
Courts and placed in a cell in the holdover to 
soberr About 8 Oo clock Turnkey Joseph Hot - 
gelder heard a peculiar gurgling sound 
which proceeded from the cell in 
which the woman was con- 
fined. Running to the door Hotgelder 
peered between the bars. The prisoner had 
stopped up the exit pipe of the closet in the 
rear of the cell, and whenthe basin was full 
of water had thrust her head into the retort. 
Her face was submerged, and she was strug- 
gling violently as the water entered her lungs. 
As soon as hisexcitement would permit 
Hotgelder obtained his keys and unlocked 
the door. Seizing the woman by the hair he 
pulled her head from the basin and carried 
her out into the corridor. 

HOW SHE WAS REVIVED. 

fully ten minutes before the 
woman revived. Hotgelder rolled her 
over and over until the water 
was discharged from her lungs and she 
had regained consciousness. Even then the 
woman was still so drunk as to be unable to 
rise, and had to be carried back into her cell. 
The closet was securely covered to prevent 
a repetition of the attempt, while 
the cell door was left unlocked and slightly 
ajar, in order that no time might be lost in 
obtaining entrance in case the prisoner again 
endeavored to shuffle off. At 9 o’clock when 
the deputy marshals went down to take the 
prisoners tothe Police Court, the woman 
was still so intoxicated that she was left in 
her cell. At 10:150’clock, after the adjourn- 
ment of court, the prisoners were returned to 
their cells. 

This disturbance aroused Lillie Reed, and 
she sat up on the bench in her apartment. 
For about five minutes she staggered about 
over the floor and finally fell across the closed 
closet. Hotgelder saw that she was in no 
danger and then retired to the further end of 
the corridor to attend to a noisy 
negro. Two minutes later he  hap- 
pened to glance behind just as Lillie 
Reed cautiously opened her cell door. 
A few feet up the corridor stood a bucket of 
water which had been drawn and placed in 
readiness for the regular morning scrub. 
Toward this the woman made her way. Hot- 
gelder shouted to attract her atten- 
tion, but before the turnkey could 
run the length of the corridor 
the desperate woman had reached the bucket 
and thrust her he into the water. This 
time Hotgelder pulled her out before she had 
swallowed any waterand was rewarded for 
his vigilance by a torrent of profane 
abuse. The woman was returned 
to her cell and the turnkey 
spent the remainder ofthe day in the corri 
darin front ofher compartment. By noon 
she wassober and insisted that she knew 
nothing of her rash attempts at self-destruc- 
tion. The authorities are of the opinion that 
the endeavors were the result of drunken 
despondency, as the woman can give no 
cause for wishing to die. 

IN COURT THIS MORNING. 

This morning Lillie Reed answered to her 
name when called in the Police Court and 
pleaded guilty to the charge of being drunk 
on the public street. Officer Fox testified 
that she was noisy and profane, and Judge 
Cady fined her $10 and costs. The fine was not 
paid, and the prisoner was returned to her 
quarters in the holdover. The woman is 
well known tothe police, having been sev- 
eral times arrested for drunkenness and dis- 
turbances within the past few months. She 
at one time roomed near Eleventh and Chest 
nut streets. Her present address is not 


known, 
MPTED SUICIDE BEFORE. 

Turnkey Hotfelder is authority for the 
statement thatthe woman once before at- 
tempted suicide in a similar manner. He 
says that about two months ago she was ar- 
rested for drunkenness, and spent the night 
in the holdover. About daybreak she tried to 
drown herself by thrusting her head into a 
basin, but was discovered and taken out be- 
fore she lost consciousness. At that time 
she assigned no cause whatever forthe at -

AN OVER-PRODUCTION LEADS TO A COM- 
.. BINATION TO CONTROL THE TRADE. 


The Sheep’s Wool Sponge Dealers Form a 

Dombine to Hold Down the Prices of the 
Florida Product—Prospect of Opposi- 
tion—More Talk About the Great To- 
bacco Trust. 


New York, March 13.—The leading repre- 
sentatives of the woolen hat manufacturing 
business of this city were busy yesterday 
completing the details in the formation of the 
National Hat Co.“ This corporation, 
which its igers say it is not a trust in 
the accepted of that term, was formed 
under the laws of New Jersey, with a capital 
of $1,500,000. The plan of organization was 
adopted at a conference of woolen hat manu- 
facturers, held in this city last week. Charles 
R. Henderson of No. 741 Broadway was found 
in conference yesterday with Mr. Tenney of 
O. H. Tenney & Co. of No. 610 Broadway. Mr. 
Henderson is the only New York man in the 
board of directors, and O, H. Tenny & Co. 
are by agreement to have exclusive sale of 
the goods turned out by the corporation. The 
other members of the company are as follows: 
President, Charles G. Sanford of Glover 
Sanford & Sons, Bridgeport; Vice-President, 
Charles Butter of the Haverhill Hat Oo., 
Haverhill, Mass.; Secretary, Henry Gilman 
of J. L. Gilman’s Sons, Haverhill; Treasurer, 
Samuel H. Rundle of Rundle & White, Dan- 
bury; Directors: OC. R. Rutan, West Orange; 
R. B. Hawley, Amesbury; Charles Butter and 
H. H. Gilman, Haverhill; John Hendle, J. R. 
Miller, Geo. Hendle, G. P. Mohn and Oscar 
Wetherhold, Reading; 8. H. Rundle, Dan- 
bury, and Chas. G. Sanford, Bridgeport. 

The manufacturers say that there has been 
over-production in the trade andthe corpor- 
ation was formed for the protection of the 
manufacturers and the jobbers. The com- 
bination will limit production by leasing fac- 
tories fora term of years with the privilege 
of renewal and producing quantities suf- 
ficient only to meet the demand. 

THE TOBACCO TRUST. 

NEW YORK, March 12.—The rumors con- 
cerning the formation of a great tobacco 
trust toembrace all the manufacturers of 
cigarettes and plug tobacco in the United 
States have created much interest among to- 
bacco men. The leading cigarette manufact- 
urers, the Dukes, the Kimballs, Allen & Gin- 
ter and others, are already united in the 
American Tobacco Co.,and it is said this 
company is endeavoring to buy up the plug 
manufacturers. A short time ago the Ameri- 
can Tobacco Co. bought out the National To- 
bacco Works of Louisville, Ky. This is one of 
the largest plug manufacturing concerns in 
the country, and the purchase gave rise to 
rumors that a combination of the cigarette 
and plug manufacturers was form- 
ing in which the American Tobacco 
Co. was to be the head. President Duke of 
the American Tobacco Co. told a reporter 
that there was nothing in the rumor, so far 
as hiscompany was concerned. The com- 
pany thought the plug business a profitable 
one, and was certainly going into it, he said, 
and the National Tobacco Co. was bought be- 
cause it seemed to be a good property and 
was for sale. The American Tobacco Co., he 
added, was not a trust, and if it acquired any 
more plug factories it would simply buy and 
pay forthem. Itis said on good authority 
that the price paid for the National Tobacco- 
works was $1,800,000; $600,000 cash and the re- 
mainder in bonds of the American Tobacco 
Co. These bonds pay 10 percent interest. 
The price is considered very high. It is ru- 
mored in Danville, Va., that the American To- 
bacco Co. is negotiating for the purchase of 
one or more factories in that city. It is also 
said there that the Whitlock cheroot factory 
and Venable’s tobacco factory are on the 
point of selling out to the New York concern. 
In Louisville it is rumored that Finzer’s fac- 
tory willbe the next there to sell out to the 
American Tobacco Co. and that others will 
follow. President Duke said yesterday that 
the rumors seemed to be simplya repetition 
of those about which his opinion was quoted 
a week ago and he did not desireto say any- 
thing further. 

RIDICULE THE IDEA. 

If the American Tobacco Co. is really en- 
deavoring to obtain control of the plug bust - 
ness it is as yet confining its efforts to the 
South and West. The leading plug tobacco 
manufacturing companies in this city 
say they have no knowledge of such 
a combination and they are inclined 
to ridicule the idea. The rumors are gen- 
erally accepted as correctin the South and 
West, however, and counter combinations 
are forming. In Danville, Va., members of 
the Farmers’ Alliance are endeavoring to es- 
tablish a leading cigarette factory in opposi- 
tion to the New York concern. It is said that 
stock will soon be issued. In Louisville 
the warehouse men are combining to pro- 
tect their interests, butthe growers are not 
in sympathy with them. It is proposed to 
unite allthe warehouses into one concern, 
which shall control the handling of tobacco 
between the growers and the manufacturers, 
into a stock company. Negotiations 
for its formation were being made last 
fall, but fell through on account 
of the money panic in New York. 
It is now said that the Hon. A. 8. Willis is on 
his way to New York to float the bonds of the 
new company. The warehouse men are en- 
deavoring to get the growers in the Farmers’ 
Alliance and the Laborers’ Union into the 
combination, but the growers decline to 
place themselves, as they term it, wholly at 
the mercy of one concern, which shall fix the 
price of their product. So the Farmers’ Alli- 
ance men have startedan opposition ware- 
house in Louisville to be called the Growers’ 
Warebouse. It is said all the necessary 
money has been raised, and the first sale will 
take place this week. 

THE WHOLESALE SPONGE DEALERS. 


NEw YorK, March 12.—Wholesale dealers in 
sponges in this city have formed a combina- 
tion to control the market of the Florida 
‘*‘sheep’s wool sponges.’’ This variety of 
sponge is foundin quantity nowhere else in 
the world and the Florida annual output is 
never over 250,000 pounds andis usually con- 
siderably less. It ts considered the finest 
sponge for carriage purposes, and the de- 
mand for itis double the supply. Six firms 
in this city have practically controlled the 
trade. The leading firms are McKesson & 
Robbins, Laskar & Bernstein, A. Isaacs & Co, 
and the Lebess Sponge Co. The manager of 
the sponge department of McKesson & Rob- 
bins said yesterday: 

This combination includes all the firms 
except the Lebess Sponge Oo. It is nota 
trust. We have not invested a cent as a cor- 
poration and have combined only to regulate 
prices and to cheapen the first cost of the

How Auditor Brown’s Son Came Near

Inacertain department of the Auditor’s 
office it often happens that emergencies oc- 
cur when more help is needed, so the Auditor 
decided to introduce an ordinance providing 
for an additional clerk.

Railroads Reducing Forces. 

It is claimed that all the Western roads in- 
tend to follow the example of the Chicago, 
Burlington & Quincy road and 
make a sweeping reduction in 
the number of hands employed 
by them. Within the last month or two the 
Burlington has discharged 3,000 men ali told, 
and it has been stated that all other Western 
roads intended to adopt their policy of 
retrenchment and that in a short time every 
roadinthe West would be running witha 
greatly decreased force of men. In fact it 
has been stated more than once that this was 
part of the agreement adopted by 
the presidents of the Western 
roads attheir meeting in New York a few 
monthsago. The Burlington was to be the 
first road toinaugurate the policy and the 
other roads were all to fallinline. Since Jay 
‘Gould obtained control of the Union Pacific 
there has been quite a reduction in the 
number of employes of thatsystem. Some 
argued that this was all in accordance with 
the Presidents’ agreement, while others have 
held that it is merely the result of the 
change ia control of the road, Mr. Gould 
being of the opinion that the management 
which he succeeded was very extravagant 
and had entirely too many employes. 

If there is any agreement among Western 
roads to economize by reducing their work- 
ing forces, the management of St. Louis lines 
will not admit it. Assistant Gen- 
eral” Manager George ©. Smith of the 
Missouri Pacific was asked to-day if such an 
agreement did not exist and if his road did 


not intend to reduce its force of employes. 


1 know of no such agreement, said Mr. 
Smith, ‘‘and if one exists I have not been in- 
formed ofit. There are always some changes 
taking place with our system, and sometimes 
we have more employes than at others. 
It depends upon how business is, and the 
thing regulates itself. We have not as many 
men now as we had a few months ago, 
because. we are not running so many 
trains and consequently need fewer haads. 
There has been no general or sweeping reduc- 
tion, and if any is contemplated on the sys- 
tem I have not yet been informed of the 
fact. 

At the Wabash they stated that they had 
dropped about twenty men on their Western 
division because business did not warrant 
keeping them on. There had been no general 
reduction, however, and none was antici- 
pated. On the Eastern division the force 
had been slightly enlarged to meet the in- 
creased business

THE OZARK MINES TO BE WORKED BY A 
ST. LOUIS COMPANY. 


The Reynolds Onyx Plant for Finishing the 


Rutland, Vt., to This City Next Month 
A Big Enterprise. 


The papers for the incorporation of the 
Ozark Co. of St, Louis were. sent to Jef- 
ferson last Saturday, and as soon as the 


otherwise complete ite organization, and the 
expectation is that within sixty days St. 
Louis will have the largest plant for the man- 
ufacture of finished onyx in the whole world. 
With one exception the incorporators are all 
St. Louis men and the capital inve is St. 
Louis capital. Indeed, it may be properly 
said that all of the iméorporators are St. 
Louisans, as Mr. Guy H. Reynolds, who is to 
be the general manager of the works, will re- 
move here from Vermont ina few weeks and 
make his home here in future. The other in- 
corporators and who with Mr. Reynolds will 
constitute the Board of Directors until the 
first annual election, are Messrs, J. F. Leigh- 
ton, H. E. Rood, T. B. Boyd, Lucian N, 
Blackmer, L. W. Post, Joseph D. Bascomb, 
J. J. Broderick, E. F. Williams, M. M. Mo- 
Keen and John H. Lightner. The company is 
to be capitalized at $300,000 in $10 
shares, and the entire stock has been taken 
by the gentleman named. The company 
owns the famous onyx beds and caves of 
Crawford and Pulaski Counties, this State, 
embracing 232 acres in Crawford, which were 
purchased from Mr. Rood, and 2138 acres in 
Pulaski County, which were purchased from 
Messrs. Rood, Leighton, Broderick, Bascomb 
and others. 
A TALK WITH MANAGER REYNOLDS. 

Our company, said Mr. Reynolds this 
morning, now owns the largest and most 
valuable onyx mines in the world, and 
our plant for finishing the onyx for 
the market will be the most 
extensive one on the globe. The only onyx 
mines now worked are those of Algiers, Mex- 
ico and California, I worked in the latter for 
eight years and have been all through the 
mines of Mexico, situated for the most part 
in the State of Pueblo, and can say that the 
onyx of Missouri is superior to any onyx 
found in either California or Mexico, and for 
that matter, it is far ahead of the Algiers 
product. Ihave examined the caves of Craw- 
ford and Pulaski Counties thoroughly: and 
can say that the supply of valuable 
onyx there is practically inexhaust- 
ible. The Orawford County beds, partly 
on the hiltsides and partly in caves, 
are within six milesof the Frisco road and 
within an eighth ofa mileof the Meramec 
River, while those of Pulaski County are only 
a mile from the Frisco Railroad and about 
the same distance from the Gasconade River. 
The cost of transportation to St. Louis will 
therefore be comparatively light and the 
cheapness of soft coal here will materially 
reduce the running expenses of the plant 
which we propose to establish here in St. 
Louis for finishing the raw material. 

LOOKING FOR A SITE. 

We haven't selected a site yet, but will 
probably need about a block of ground. The 
plant with which I have been con- 
nected for six years at Rutland, Vt., is 
to be removed here to 8t. Louis entire and I 
think we will be in working order here within 
sixty days. Our old Vermont plant has been 
furnishing about half the onyx sold in this 
country and we will start out with a good busi- 
ness. We expect to work Mexican and Call- 
fornia onyx as we have been doing in Ver- 
mont, but feel satisfied that in a few years 
Missouri onyx will be preferred to any other 
and that there will be ligtle or no demand 
after that for the foreign Product. We expect 
to put about $50,000 into our St. Louis plant to 
begin withand to employ from fifty to one 
hundred men atthe start. We are going to 
openupall of our caves and beds in both 
Crawford and Pulaski Counties and expect to 
begin work there, right away. These mines 
have never been worked, and, in fact, the 
caves were only recently discovered.’’

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‘WENT AWAY IN A STORM. 


‘THE STRANGE DISAPPEARANCE OF A 


: STEREOTYPER’S WIFE. 


Mrs. Edward Egan Leaves Her Home ina 
Wrapper and Fails to Return—Her Hus- 
band’s Long aud Wearying Search for 
Her—A Probable Suicide. 

For more than two weeks Mrs. Edward 
Egan, aged 25, has been missing from her 
home at 1515 Chestnut street, and her hus- 
band, a stereotyper by trade, has searched 
everywhere in the city for her, but without 
success. Day and night he has hoped against 
hope that before the passage of another day 
he would be able toclear away the mystery 
that surrounds the case. Tramping wearily 


from place to place, he has tried to discover, 


the whereabouts of his wife without letting 
the public know of his troubles, but his every 
effort has led only to disappointment. 

Mr. Egan this morning told the story of the 
peculiar disappearance. Tuesday afternoon, 
Feb. 24, at 8 o’clock Mrs. Egan told some 
friends that she was going out fora few mo- 
ments, and, throwing a light shawl over her 
head, she left the house. Her husband came 
home from his work, but his wife was still 
absent. He thought little of the matter, as 
she might have been caught in the storm, 
which, it will be remembered, raged that 
afternoon, and was wajting somewhere for 
its abatement. 

I builta fire,’’ said the husband, and 
sat down to wait forher. But time passed 
and she did not return, every moment, of 
course, making me nervous. I knew 
that she had been under treatment for a 
nervous disease for more than a year, and be- 
gan to think she had probably had an attack 
and was at that moment probably lying at 
some police station. It was impossible to sit 
still, and I got up and went and inquired at 
the Central Police Station. The police asked 
me if I did not want to report the matter, but 
I dread to let the public know of my 
trouble. visited many other places that 
night, but returned home worn and 
tired, weary and disappointed. I felt that the 
greatest blow of misfortune that I had ever 
received had fallen, and I was dazed and for- 
lorn, not knowing in which waytoturn. My 
wife and I had always gotten along splen- 
didly since the day of our marriage. There 
was no trouble over which she could have 
become vexed and suddenly left home.’’ 

A WEARY SEARCH. 

From that day until the present Mr. Egan, 
who isa robust young man of 28, has searched 
day and night for his lost wife. He has used 
every weans within his power except the po- 
lice, but not one trace has been found of her. 
Not one syllable has been forthcoming as to 


her whereabouts since she last left the houses. 
When Mrs. Egan left the house she had ona 


common house wrapper.” Her clothes were 
in the wardrobe and in r trunk, and even 
her jewelry remained untouched in its case. 

Mr. Egan says that when he left the house 
the Tuesday morning of her disappearance, 
she kissed him good-bye in her usually 
affectionate style, and told him to 
get back home as soon as he could that after- 
noon. He came in about 6 and was told by a 
neighbor that his wife had went out shortly 
before the breaking out of the storm, saying 
she would be back in a few moments. 

PROBABLY A SUICIDE. 

‘*When she did not come back that night, 
said Mr. Egan, I, of course, looked to see if 
her clothes were still in her trunk. There was 
not a thing gone. Her bonnets, dresses and 
all were there. This proved to me that 
she was nottryingto run away. The most 
likely theory, therefore, was that she has 
committed suicide or has met with some acci- 
dent. Iknow she has not willingly deserted 
me, but that somethingover which she has 
no control has happened to keep her away. 

Mr. Egan telegraphed to friends in Omaha 
and Tremont in the hope that his wife had 
gone to one of those places, but received 
information that she had not put in an ap- 
pearance in either city.

The American Association Obtains a 


Temporary Injunction Against the 
National League in the Cincinnati 
Deal—Sporting Notes. 


The case against Pitcher Mark Baldwin of 
the Pittsburg National League Club, charged 
with conspiring with J. Palmer O'Neill and 
Ed Hanlon of that organization to get Charles 
King of the st. Louis American Association 
Club to break his contract with the latter team 
and join the Pittsburg Club, was set for hear- 
ing before the Court of Criminal Oorrection 
this morning. The attorneys for the State 
asked for a continuance, however, as Presi- 
dent Chris Von der Ahe and Secretary George 
Munson of the 8t. Louis Club and other wit- 
nesses for the state were unavoidably absent. 
Mr. Von der Ahe and Secretary Munson are in 
Cincinnati attending the meeting of the Amer- 
ican Association being held there. The tase was 
accordingly laid over for the State until next 
Wednesday. This will necessitate Baldwin 
remaining here another week. He was pres- 
entin court accompanied by Pitcher King 
whom he is accused of having endeavored to 
induce to jump a contract, Catcher Jack 
O'Connor whom he got @ jump his contract 
with Columbus and join Pittsburg and 
Catcher Jack Boyle of the Browns. King and 
Boyle remained seated in the audience, while 
Baldwin and O'Connor were inside the Dar. 
The pitcher was somewhat put out over the 
continuance, as he was anxious for a trial. 
He says he is positive that he will be dis- 
charged at the preliminary hearing. 


THE LEAGUE ENJOINED. 

The American Association obtained a tem- 
porary injunction.in the Superior Court at 
Cincinnati yesterday to prevent Al Johnson 
from transferring the Cincinnati Club to the 
National League. In the suit the plaintiffs 
are Charles A. Prince, John ©, Haynes, 
Arthur Dixwell and Julian B. Hart of Boston 
and George and J. Earl Wagner of Philadel- 
phia. The defendants are Al Johnson and F. 
H. Brunnell of Cleveland, John M. Ward of 
Brooklyn, E. B. Talcott of New York, A. G. 
Spalding of Chicago, John k. Bruce of Cin- 
cinnati and J. Palmer O’Nell of Pittsburg. 
Plaintiffs say they, with Johnson, Brunnen 
and Ward formed an incorporation last Octo- 
ber for the purpose of succeeding the League 
Club of Cincinnati and playing the same in 
the Players’ National League. 

Johnson, Brunnell and Ward were ap- 
pointed trustees forthe benefit ofall, and 
plaintiffs say that the trustees are about to 
or have entered into aconspiracy for the 
purpose of diverting the purposes of the 
sorporation and go injure and harm these 
plaintiffs, and in prejudice totheir interest 
have fraudulently conspired to sell out to the 
National League. Hence the courtis asked 
to appoint a recetver for all the effects of the 
club, and finally fora sale of all its effects 
and franchises and an equitable division 
among ali the stockholders of the proceeds in 
proportion to their interests. Another prayer 
is that the corporation owns the lease on the 
Western avenue grounds andthe courtis 
asked to restrain any attempts to use the 
grounds for any purpose other than was con- 
templated by the forming of this corporation. 

The temporary injunction ties up the 
grounds for a time at least, but does not give 
the Association any park, while the League 
has the old Union grounds to fall back on. 
Efforts are now being made by the Associa- 
tion to secure ground, but no doubt it will be 
forced toemigrate to the suburbs. Messrs. 
Von der Ahe, Hart, Barnie and Schmelz have 
been appointed a committee and placed 
in charge of the Cincinnati Club’s af- 
fairs. A stock company with 323, 
000 capital will probably be 
formed. It is said that M. J. Kelly has signed 
to captain ang manage the cluband has taken 
$1,000 worth of stock. Harry Vaughan ‘and 
Sutcliffe have been signed to catch and Ed 
Crane and Charles Radbourne to pitch. 
Timothy J. Keefe, Rusie, Con Daily, Kuehne 
and Robinson are also spoken of as possible 
members of the team. 

KEEFE AND NEW YORK. 

New Tonk, March 12.—Another futile at- 
tempt Was made yesterday to get Timothy J. 
Keefe, the great pitcher, to put his name to 
a base bali club contract. James Mutrie 
saw Keefe early in the day and made a formal 
offer to him of $3,500 to pitch for the local 
club during the coming season. Keefe abso- 
lutely refused to sign at those terms, saying 
that he would not play with the club for less 
than $4,500a year. The directors of the club 
will refuse to accede to these terms, and if 
the player persists in his demands the local 
club will have to get along without his ser- 
vices. Acareful mathematical calculation will 
show that Keefe demands $33.61 forevery ac- 
tual hour’s work in the pitcher’s box. There 
are twenty-three and one-half weeks of play- 
ing during the championship season, which 
begins on April 22 and closes on Oct. 8. Keefe 
will pitch on an average two games a week, 
actually pitching about one hour in each 
game, or two hours in the week. That would 
be forty-seven hours’ work in a season, 
which at $4,500, would be at the rate per hour 
already mentioned.

The total number of nominations for the 
Monmouth Park stakes is 2,822, as against 
8,174 last season. The 2-year-old entries show 
a great preponderance over the others, the 
number being 1,495, while in the 83-year-old 
stakes there are but 518, and in the all-aged 
contests but 809. Theonly stake that shows 
an increased entry over 1890 is the Fourth of 


Jui Handicap (103 against $4). All the 


weight-for-age races, such as the Ocean 
makes, Monmouth Cup and Champion Stakes, 
failed lamentably. Owners have the 
taste to prefer handicaps. Furthermore, 
they seem inclined to prefer an over- night 
handicap, with $1,500 added, than an adver- 
tised stake, with its declarations and for- 
feits. A good many of the entries recelved 
are from owners whose names figure in the 
forfeit list; and itis possible that they may 
be thrown out. Owners are certainly aware 
that while they remain in the forfeit list no 
jockey club can, under the new rules, accept 
their entries. 

Marcus Daly makes the largest number of 
entries—219. Pierre Lorillard makes 173, D. 
D. Withers 151, F. C. McLewee i144, J. A. & A. 
H. Morris 206, M. F. Dwyer 87, P. J. Dwyer & 
Son 90, D. T. Pulsifer 86, Hearst & Oo. 77. 
These are a few of the best known subscrib- 
ers. The class of the entries is high. There 
is a noticeable absence of platers. In most 
of the B. year -· old stakes Inverness, Potomac, 
Bolero, Russell, Montana, Rey del Rey, St. 
August and Ambulance are likely to meet.
